-tue youngest of the party aud tho least uc.

Notwithstandicg the alarming 
published by the Hongkong papers, says the 
Ecko Maczense of yesterday’s date, the sa», 
nitary condition of Macao eontinuas good. : 

There havo been some sporadic cases of 
bubonic fever among Chinese arriving from 
Canton, Pak-hoi and Hengkong, but there 
is no epidemic localieed ia the Colony. 

Ya the military hospital of Sam Januario 
there is nobody Worn with that complaint, 
nor in the Civil Hospital of San Raphael.

family or groups of’ individuals, or man’ 
regidorits of one street have been attacked, 
There is, therofure, nothing like cpidemie, 
but, nevertheless, the authorities have re- 
doubled their effurts tu cloanee aud disinfeot 
the city.

Wo fcarn thot. an English medical man, 
war in Macad.on a visit, aod - suoceeded 
in getting admittance to tho Chinesa-Hos- 
pitul where he observed some of the in- 
mates with foyer, but ho could not obtain 
their blood with which to make a bacteri- 
ological unalysis with (bo view of discover- 
ing the bacilli, as fie wished,  Muwever, it 
is anid that he informed: tho Hongkong 
government that the plague had broken vut 
at Macao,’and tho journals at onco spread 
the ery of alarm, . 
'VYortuaately our worthy and indefuligabio 
Consul, Sr. Cuuucillor Kymano, hastered to 
re-establish the trath, denuunecing thy fale 
news with the publication of the telegram 
from the Colonial Scoretary of Macao, + 


Tho Daily Press, whilo publishing the 
telegram, assured its readers that there had 
not been cases of plague in Hongkong, In 
the meantime there ara two facts whiah tell 
against our contemporars's assertion. The 
Singapore Free Press of the Oth lustant says 
that the PB. & 0. steumer Aden, from Hong- 
long arrived at Singupure wit eleven Chine 
ese sick, the greater part of whom were suf- 
fering trom fever, and td wilh bubonié 
plague (buboes), Did aot the ddex's-pas- 
sengera bail trom Hongsong? Tha other 
fact is from the same paper thy. Daily Press 
whieh stated that the goverament lad ene 
trusted a curpenter in Wyncham S'revt—to 
construct cefling, and praised the govertiment 
for the precautionary measures it. had tuen, 

. Well, if there-is ne plague in Uooge 
kong, thia alarming procedure of the govern- 
meutis worthy of crilicisn, bubthe Hongkong 
Government kuuw the sanitary condition of 
the colony better than~vur coutem porary. 
We would think that there ia no epidemio 
iu Hongkong, but only some sporadic eases 
as ia Macao, which would explain, the 
arrival, afew dayscince, frum the neizh- 
bouring coluay, vf u sick Chinoman, who 
died in the hospital of Sam Januario, show= 
ing symptoms of bubonic plague, 2 

It appears evidentthat while the bubonic 
plague is endemic, ws it appearato ho, in 
end Pak-hoi, which maintain 
constant comniunication with Mago and 
Hongkong, the two colonies cannot remuin 
voupletely fres from sporadic cases of this 
disease. “ What we can and must do is to

THE HARBOUR. MASTER ON. LIGHT 
DUES. | . 


{ Tlie following is an extract from the re- 
port of the Harbour Master for 1894 :— ~ 
The subjeot of the taxwa ¢hipping is ona 
thot [ think, deserves attention, plo my 
opinion the present tax of ‘light dueb’is an
